Red,  Yangtze  and  Aellow  in  China,  the  Chao  Phva  in  Thailand,  the  Irrawaddy  in  Burma,  the  Kelani  in 
Ceylon,  the  Solo  and  Branlas  in  Indonesia,  the  Mekong  in  Indo-China  and  the  Pampanga  and  .Agno  in  the 
Philippines.
